FROM THE CAMP OF BATTERY I-\ 


To the Editor of the Daily Ncics : — 


CAMP ON BUCK CREEK, Deo 7, 187(1. 


Having devoted 
my last two 
letters 


specially to a sketch of our-march to the 
ground allotted us for establishing the per- 
manent camp,there remains but little more 
for me to say on tho subject as our march 
is completed. 


Having struck camp on Grossbeck Creek 


on the morning of Oct. '-'9, wo continued 
our onward march for the two following 
days, and early on tho morning of ths 80th, 
we reached tho long-looke;I-for croek, where 
we expected to establish our quarters for 
tho coming winter. The place picked out 
for our camp by the officer in command, 
Firs* Lieutenant J. TV. McMurray,was close 
to the bank of the stream, surrounded with 
a fair sprinkling of cottonwood. 
The bed 


of the creek was quite dry and of a sanely 
nature, but after digging a few feet in the 
aand we found some tolerably good water. 
Our camp was pretty well protected by the 
rising hills on the opposite bank, from the 
cold winds which are peculiar to this part 
of the country at this season. 
Our timo 


was passed pleasantly in bunting, buffaloes 
almost coming into camp as if to invita us 
to 
engage 
in 
tha 
chase, 
but 


during 
all 
our 
hnnting 
exploits we 


did not forget our military duties, as wo 
indulged in an hour's skirmishing drill daily. 
So passed our time in camp until November 
Hth when tho two companies of tho 4th 
Cavalry arrived from Fort Sill with n train 
consisting of, sixteen army wagons heavily 
laden with forage and rations. 
Tho officer 


in charge of tho cavalry, Cnpt. Hjle, not 
approving our camp as suitable for his com- 
mand ,gavo orders to us to strike tents and 
follow up the trail which brought us a few 
miles further up the strenm. This situation, 
in my estimation was far inferior to tho 
camping ground wo had just evacuated, as 
our prcfioat quartern nro pitched on higher 
ground and exposed to tho ntorms and cold 
wlrtto which sweep over the plains in a 
regular hurricane and last several hours. 
Thoro was also a groiit scarcity of wood in 
our Immediate neighborhood and having no 
tennis in the camp wo hadj to go o considor- 
ablfl dislnnco to procure it which T cnn 
Msuro 'you was not pleasant, Tho tonta 
were pitched In the form of ft rectangle.
